Admiral 


Sampson himself, brilliant officer that he was, came 
from a very obscure and humble origin. But that did 
not prevent his rising to the highest distinction in 
naval arms nor from acquitting himself with bril- 
liancy in his social duties as an officer of the navy. 
The people support the naval academy and the navy. 
The poorest lad- may venture to aspire to a place in 
that branch of his country's service and may feed the 
hope that some day his admiral's flag will burgeon 
at the masthead of a warship. That men who spring 
from the loins of the common people can be trans- 
formed into the snobs who make caste and its distinc- 
tions in the navy offensive and intolerable is puzzling.

een changed. The constitution, as adopted provided that

otes, if they constituted a majority, should be 'president, 
nd the candidate receiving the next largest should be vice 
resident. 
Jefferson and Burr were candidates on the same tickeMn 
800. 
But through bad management no Jefferson-Burr elec- 


or was made to divert his vote from Burr to another man. 
3o each received seventy-three votes and there was no elec- 


Dn. 
Burr saw a chance to win the great prize and the fight 


was carried on vigorously in the house. The votes of nine 
states were required to elect and Jefferson 
received the 


otes of only eight. Burr got six. and two were divided. The 
lalloting continued for nearly a week when two Burr states 
switched and. elected. Jefferson. 


The constitution was then amended so that there should 


..e no danger of a vice presidential candidate's being elected 
president. 
In 1824 ffhir candidates were in the field—J. Q. 


Adams, Henry. Clay, Andrew Jackson and W. II. Crawford. 
In the election Jackrson got ninety-nine electoral votes, 
Adams .eighty-four, Crawford forty-one and Clay thirty- 
seven. So the election went to the house.

He was 
strong in tlie house and his followers greatly disliked Jack- 
son. So they went to Adams and elected him. He got thir- 
teen states. Jackson seven and Crawford four. 


An interesting feature of the contest was the determina- 


tion of the house to keep the balloting secret. Many mem- 
bers desired a roll call so it should be known how ea.ch 
state's representatives voted. 
But this proposal was de- 


feated.

Street Cleaning. 


The city, has now 48.7 miles of paved 
streets and' the cost :of sweeping, wash- 
ing and keeping clean the . same during 
the past year was $19.169.72. which is a 
trifle over $1.00 per day for each mile of 
payed street, when in some of the larger 
cities of the country'it costs from $3,000.00 
to $4,000.00 per year 'to keep one mile of 
.street properly cleaned. 


It is then safe to assume that the city 
is either cleaning its streets very econ-
